Reunion  of  European  Pharmacists. — The 

first  formal  meeting  of  European  phar- 
macists since  the  war  is  being  held  in  Lon- 
don next  month  at  the  invitation  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 
Members  of  the  bureau  of  the  Federation 
Internationale  Pharmaceutique  who  will 
attend  are :  Dr.  E.  Host  Madsen,  Copen- 
hagen (president)  ;  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck, 
M.A.,  Cambridge  (a  vice-president)  ;  Pro- 
fessor D.  Van  Os,  Groningen,  Holland  (a 
vice-president)  ;  Dr.  T.  Potjewjid,  Win- 
schoten,  Holland  (secretary) ;  and  Mr.  C. 
Moyens,  Brussels  (assistant  secretary). 

International  Food  Conference. — *An  In- 
ternational Conference  on  Food  and 
Agricultural  Statistics,  organised  by  the 
Emergency  Economic  Council  for  Europe, 
in  co-operation  with  the  United  Nations 
Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Administration, 
Interim  Commission  of  the  Food  and 
Agricultural  Organisation,  and  Combined 
Working  Party  on  European  Food  Supplies, 
was  held  in  London  from  September  17  to 
22.  Delegates  from  many  countries  attended 
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and  papers  in  English  and  French  on 
problems  of  statistical  methods  were 
presented.  Committees  dealt  with  detailed 
questions  relating  to  crop  and  livestock 
production  and  nutrition. 

Tracing  Nazi  Investments. — Neutral  coun- 
tries have  been  asked  to  co-operate  with 
the  United  Nations  in  tracing  investments 
of  German  concerns  in  neutral  countries, 
largely  in  Latin  America.  It  is  intended 
eventually  to  seize  all  German  assets  abroad 
with  the  dual  purpose  of  preventing  Nazi 
activities  from  being  restarted  and  securing 
reparations  payments.  It  is  understood  that 
British  and  American  agents  have  recently 
assumed  direct  control  over  all  German 
Government-owned  industries  and  assets 
in  Spain. 

Yorkshire  Public  Pharmacists. — A  meet- 
ing of  the  Yorkshire  Branch  of  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  was  held  in  Wakefield 
on  September  29,  when  a  lecture  on  "The 
End  of  V.D."  was  given  by  Dr.  Forgan 
(Pharmaceutical  Specialities  (May  & 
Baker),  Ltd.).  Members  of  the  medical  and 
nursing  professions  were  present.

Siamese-owned  property  in 
the  United  Kingdom  continues  to  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy 
Department  or  Custodian  of  Enemy  Pro- 
perty. 

Trade  with  Holland. — It  is  announced 
that  the  Netherlands  Government  is  now 
prepared  to  consider  issuing  import  licences 
to  private  traders  to  import  goods  into 
Holland.  On  representations  made  by  the 
British  Government,  a  range  of  goods, 
which  includes  food  supplies,  continues  for 
the  present  to  be  procured  through  the 
Netherlands  Office  for  Relief  and  Rehabi- 
litation. Exporters  are  advised  that  the 
issue  of  licences  is  likely  to  begin  gradually, 
and  with  some  delays  at  first.  United 
Kingdom  exporters  wishing  to  sell  goods  to 
traders  in  Holland  should  advise  their 
customers  there  to  apply  to  the  Dutch 
authorities  for  import  licences.  At  this 
end,  application  should  be  made  by  the 
intending  exporter,  if  the  goods  are  subject 
to  export  licensing,  to  the  Export  Licensing 
Department,  Board  of  Trade,  4  Fenchurch 
Avenue,  London,  E.C.3.  Imports  of  goods 
which  do  not  come  under  an  open  general 
licence  to  import  into  this  country  are  now 
open  to  be  considered  by  the  Import 
Licensing  Department,  1-6  Tavistock 
Square,  London,  W.C.i.  Payment,  both 
for  exports  to  Holland  and  imports  from 
Holland,  will  be  made  in  sterling  or 
Dutch  guilder  through  banking  channels. 
Issue  of  a  Netherlands  import  licence 
carries  with  it  authority  to  provide  the 
necessary  sterling  exchange  for  paying  the 
United  Kingdom  exporter.  Application 
for  shipping  space  should  be  made  at 
present  to  the  Netherlands  Office  for  Relief 
and  Rehabilitation,  Marine  Forwarding 
Department,  Stratton  House,  Stratton 
Street,  London,  W.i.  Traffic  will  be 
accepted  to  the  limit  of  available  space, 
and  normal  Export  Credits  Guarantee 
Department  facilities  are  available. 
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Boy  Thieves  Fined. — Decisions  were 
announced  on  October  4  in  a  case  before 
the  Liverpool  juvenile  court,  adjourned 
from  September  20  (C.  cS^  D.,  September  29, 
p.  316)  in  which  four  boys,  three  aged 
fifteen  and  one  thirteen,  were  charged  with 
the  theft  or  unlawful  possession  of  bottles 
of  chloroform,  chemicals  and  chemical 
apparatus.  The  youngest  boy  said  he  had 
exchanged  all.  the  articles  in  respect  of 
which  he  was  accused  for  a  wireless  set. 
Fines  were  imposed  ranging  from  20s.  to  £10. 

Pharmacy  Act  Offence. — At  Daventry, 
Northamptonshire,  divisional  magistrates' 
court,  on  September  25,  G.  R.  Mackenzie, 
The  Pharmacy,  Woodford  Halse,  Northants, 
was  fined  ^25,  with  £^  8s.  costs,  on  three 
summonses  for  taking  part  in  an  advertise- 
ment for  Davies'  Diabetic  Davules  in  terms 
calculated  to  lead  to  the  use  of  that  article 
in  the  treatment  of  human  beings  for 
diabetes ;  for  selling  a  substance  recom- 
mended as  a  medicine  without  giving  a  list 
of  the  ingredients ;  and  for  using,  in  con- 
nexion with  his  business,  the  word  "phar- 
macy," carrying  with  it  the  suggestion  that 
he,  or  someone  in  the  business,  possessed  a 
qualification  other  than  that  which  he 
actually  did  possess.  The  defendant  pleaded 
guilty  to  all  three  charges.  An  inspector  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  stated  that  a 
letter  had  been  received  by  the  Society  from 
a  medical  practitioner  in  the  district  to 
say  that  one  of  his  patients  had  been  taking 
tablets  for  diabetes  which  had  been  ob- 
tained from  Mackenzie.  A  letter  was  then 
sent  to  Mackenzie,  asking  for  details  of 
the  capsules,  and  information,  and  later  a 
box  of  capsules,  was  received ;  the  ingredi- 
ents were  advertised  on  the  box.  For  the 
defence  it  was  stated  that  Mackenzie  had 
bought  the  business  from  Mr.  Davies  in 
1943,  with  effects  that  included  a  supply 
of  the  proprietary.  For  some  time  he  had 
endeavoured  to  obtain  the  services  of  a 
qualified  chemist,  and  in  anticipation  he  had 
liad  notepaper  printed,  bearing  the  same 
address  heading  as  that  used  by  his  pre- 
decessor. When  he  found  it  was  impossible 
to  secure  a  qualified  man  he  exhibited  on 
the  door  of  his  shop  a  notice  "drug-store 
only."  It  was  also  stated  that  Davies,  who 
formerly  owned  the  business,  had  been 
selling  the  capsules  since  1928.  To  this  the 
Society's  inspector  gave  answer  that  a  year 
before  Mackenzie  took  over  the  business  a 
similar  application  had  been  made  for  a 
prosecution,  but  it  was  thought  at  the  time 
that  a  warning  was  all  that  was  necessary.

from  your  report.  The  first  is  the  future  of 
pharmaceutical  education.  The  secretary's 
view  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  lower 
entrance  requirements  is,  I  think,  sound, 
especially  in  face  of  a  rising  standard  in 
school  education.  The  maintenance  of  these 
requirements  means,  presumably,  thait  em- 
ployers must  for  a  time  accept  a  considerable 
element  of  unqualified  assistance,  with  a 
continuance  of  close  personal  supervision 
and  few  holidays.  The  second  matter  to 
which  I  refer  is  the  balance  between  the 
professional  and  the  commercial  sides  of 
pharmacy,  an  old  subject  still  debated. 
The  basic  idea  goes  back  to  Plato,  with  his 
analogy  of  the  two  steeds  tending  to  draw 
the  chariot  in  different  directions.  (Some 
erudite  scholar  may  know  an  earlier  refer- 
ence.) It  is  the  task  of  the  pharmacist  in 
business  to  make  these  two  steeds  pull  in 
harmony.  Predictions  of  a  dichotomy  in 
pharmacy  have  been  current  as  long  as  I 
can  remember. 

The  Small  Trader 

The  information  about  policy  mentioned 
in  your  editorial  article  on  the  small  trader 
(P-  353)  is  satisfactory  so  far  as  it  goes.  Yet 
Government  control  is  still  a  heavy  burden 
on  industry  and  commerce.  The  space 
occupied  by  the  various  official  announce- 
ments in  your  last  week's  issue  was  notice- 
able and  exceeded  the  proportion  that 
you  were  called  upon  to  spare  at  a 
corresponding  period  after  the  war  of 
1914-18.  Several  of  the  announcements 
referred  to  do  not  directly  concern  small 
traders,  yet  all  must  be  read  by  them  lest 
something  of  importance  be  overlooked. 
Speaking  at  Edinburgh  recently,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Association  of  British  Chambers 
of  Commerce  (Mr.  J.  S.  Dodd)  gave  emphatic 
testimony  to  the  value  of  small-scale 
transactions  in  commercial  life.  As  reported 
in  "The  Times,"  he  claimed  that  "by  far 
the  greater  proportion  of  British  industry 
was  in  the  hands  of  comparatively  small 
companies."  Later  in  his  speech  he  re- 
marked that  if  (as  we  have  been  told)  there 
are  to  be  three  partners  in  business — 
Government,  employers  and  employees — - 
"there  would  be  a  greater  willingness  to 
collaborate  on  the  part  of  employers  if 
they  were  fully  satisfied  that  each  partner 
knew  his  part  of  the  job."  Finally,  he  urged 
that  the  time  had  come  when  "they  should 
have  definite  proof  that  they  were  not  to 
be  treated  as  if  they  had  committed  some

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAI 


The  monthly  meeting  of  tke  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Council  was  held  in  London 
on  October  3  and  4,  the  president  (Mr.  J.  C. 
Young)  in  the  chair. 

Tuesday's  Session 

The  following  persons  were  appointed  to 
serve  as  the  Society's  representatives  on  the 
reconstituted  Poisons  Board :  Messrs.  W. 
Deacon,  H.  N.  Linstead,  C.  W.  Maplethorpe, 
H.  Noble,  and  A.  Wilson.  To  provide  for 
the  use  of  alternative  material  to  that  which 
has  hitherto  been  used  for  oiled  artificial 
silk,  but  is  no  longer  available,  the  Council 
approved  the  deletion  of  the  words  "of  70 
or  more  filaments  and"  from  the  descrip- 
tion of  this  product  in  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  monograph.  Consideration 
was  given  to  the  question  of  the  control 
that  should  be  exercised  over  pethidine,  and 
it  was  decided  to  inform  the  Society's  re- 
presentatives on  the  Poisons  Board  of  the 
Council's  views  on  the  matter. 

Correspondence  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  acknowledging  the 
Council's  further  representations  on  the 
control  of  advertising  of  medicines ;  from 
the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion accepting  an  invitation  for  the  Bureau 
to  meet  in  London,  and  stating  that  it  was 
hoped  that  the  meeting  would  be  held  in 
Noyember;  and  from  Mr.  J.  Ross-Mansell 
conveying  a  resolution  passed  at  meetings 
in  London  and  Liverpool,  asking  the  Council 
to  provide  facilities  for  forming  employee- 
pharmacists'  sections  within  the  framework 
of  the  branches.  The  last-mentioned  was 
referred  to  the  Organisation  Committee. 

Council  Election,  1946 

It  was  decided  to  apply  to  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Council  for  a  direction 
under  the  Chartered  and  Other  Bodies 
(Temporary  Provisions)  Act,  1939,  to 
modify  the  arrangements  for  the  Council 
election  in  1946  on  lines  similar  to  those 
followed  in  the  war  years,  as  it  was  ex- 
pected that  many  pharmacists  would  still 
be  in  the  Forces  overseas  at  the  time  of  the 
next  election.  As,  however,  the  postal 
facilities  had  greatly  improved,  it  was  con- 
sidered unnecessary  to  have  so  long  a  gap 
between  the  dispatch  and  return  of  voting 
papers  as  previously,  and  it  was  decided  to 
ask  for  authority  to  adopt  the  following 
time-table:  Nominations  by  February  18; 
acceptances  by.  February  28  ;  voting  papers 
posted  on  April  i. 


Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  President  paid  a  tribute  to  the  h 
Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  (a  member  of  the  Coi 
cil)  whose  death  had  occurred  since  t 
previous  meeting.    Mr.  Appleton,  he  sa 
was  well  known  in  pharmacy,  and  for  ma 
years  had  played  a  leading  part  in  t 
pharmaceutical  life  of  Sheffield  and  t 
West  Riding.  He  would  be  remembered 
many  pharmacists  through  his  attendar 
at  Branch  Representatives'  meetings,  whi 
he  was  marked  by  his  burly  figure,  resoui 
ing  voice,   and  humour;    Mr.  Appleto 
suggestion  of  the  penny-in-the-£  scheme 
assisting  the  War  Aid   Fund  had  hi 
valuable.   The  Council  stood  in  silence 
a  moment.   Consideration  of  the  quest 
of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Appleton  was  h 
over    until    an    adjourned  meeting 
November  11. 

The  Chairman  then  announced  1 
resignation  of  Sir  Walter  Langdon-Bro 
from  membership  of  the  Council.  Sir  Wal 
was  nominated  by  the  Privy  Council 
succeed  Sir  Humphrey  Rolleston  in  19 
The  president  thought  the  Council  had  b( 
peculiarly  fortunate  in  the  representati- 
the  Privy  Council  had  sent  it,  and  in 
person  had  they  been  more  fortunate  tf 
in  Sir  Walter  Langdon-Brown,  with 
numerous  academic  qualifications. 
Walter  had  resigned  because  of  ill  heal 
and  he  felt  sure  the  Council  would  rece 
with  regret  the  announcement  that  he 
leaving,  and  would  express  to  him  tl 
appreciation  of  the  advice  and  assista' 
he  had  given  them. 

The  President  also  announced,  a

Mr.  McNeal  reported  the  Committee's 
decision  that,  in  accordance  with  the  action 
taken  by  other  bodies,  the  Society  should 
now  take  steps  to  terminate  the  penny-in- 
the-;^  scheme. 

Mr.  Maplethorpe  moved  adoption  of 
the  Education  Committee's  minutes.  He 
reported  twenty-nine  applications,  of  which 
twenty-three  had  been  granted,  four  not 
granted,  and  two  deferred,  for  conces- 
sions in  respect  of  examination  regula- 
tions. There  followed  some  discussion  on 
procedure  in  connexion  with  the  conces- 
sions, and  Mr.  Murray  registered  a  protest 
against  concessions  being  given  at  such 
great  speed,  remarking  that  the  front  door 
seemed  very  narrow,  while  the  back  door 
was  open  wide.  Mr.  Maplethorpe  denied 
that  that  was  the  case,  and  said  the 
Committee  invariably  used  discretion  in 
giving  consideration  to  individual  cases. 
The  first  award  of  the  Umney  Memorial 
prize  (for  1945)  had  been  made  to  Mr.  J.  H. 
Henderson.  In  view  of  the  present  con- 
tinuing travelling  difficulties,  it  had  been 
decided  to  postpone  for  a  year  reintroduc- 
tion  of  the  Charter  travelling  scholarship. 
The  minutes  were  agreed. 

Advertising  of  Dispensing 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  pre- 
sented by  THE  President,  showed  that 
the  premises  of  1,151  authorised  sellers, 
202  listed  sellers,  and  502  drug-store  pro- 
prietors and  similar  traders  had  been  visited 
by  inspectors  and  agents  since  the  previous 
meeting.  Ten  cases  of  alleged  infringements 
were  considered  and  appropriate  action 
taken.  Instances  in  which  advertising  of 
dispensing  services  occurred  were  further 
considered,  and  a  recommendation  that  the 
firms  concerned  should  be  given  a  further 
opportunity  of  considering  their  present 
attitude  was  adopted.  The  Committee  re- 
ceived a  report  on  the  death  of  Mr.  M.  G. 
Lewis  (inspector) ,  and  associated  themselves 
with  an  appreciation  of  Mr.  Lewis  expressed 
by  the  Establishment  Committee. 

The  minutes  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
moved  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Shaw  (treasurer) 
were  approved,  and  Mr.  F.  G.  Wells, 
moving  adoption  of  the  Organisation  Com- 
mittee's minutes,  said  that,  in  the  event 
of  the  Conference  Executive  deciding  that 
it  was  possible  to  revert  next  year  to  normal 
Conference  arrangements,  ther  Council 
would  welcome  a  decision  to  hold  the 
Conference  as  in  pre-war  years. 

The  President  formally  moved  the 
minutes  of  the  Committee  to  Nominate 
Examiners.

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AN  IMPORTANT  TRADE  FUNCTION 


The  Toilet  Preparations  and  Perfumery 
Manufacturers'  Federation  of  Great  Britain, 
Ltd.,  held  its  first  annual  luncheon  in  the 
Grand  Hall,  Connaught  Rooms,  London, 
W.C.2,  on  Monday,  October  i.  It  was  the 
most  representative  gathering  of  the  indus- 
try ever  held  and  the  large  number  of 
guests  included  many  of  the  leaders  of 
allied  trades  and  industries  and  the  head 
officials  of  departments  concerned  with  the 
cosmetics  industry.  Mr.  Hilary  Marquand, 
M.P.  (Secretary  to  the  Department  of 
Overseas  Trade)  represented  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Mr.  L.  J.  Match  AN  (chairman  of  the 
Federation)  presided.  The  following  ab- 
stracts are  taken  from  his  speech  proposing 
the  toast  of  "The  Guests."  We  are  not  a 
major  industry,  but  we  can  claim  to  be  a 
shining  example  of  the  very  best  kind  of 
export  trade.  Captain  Waterhouse  told 
us  a  year  ago  that  the  average  annual 
output  of  each  worker  was  second  only 
to  the  jewellery  trade.  He  might  well  have 
added  that,  whereas  the  export  value  of 
jewellery  depends  predominantly  on  the 
value  of  imported  raw  materials,  the 
reverse  applies  in  our  case.  Nor  does  our 
production  entail  any  great  drain  on  ma- 
terials needed  for  essential  home  use. 

We  have  come  straight  up  against 
some  awkward  problems  and  especially  the 
problem  of  our  future  supplies  from  across 
the  Atlantic.  In  our  industry  many  of  us 
are  in  close  contact  with  America,  and 
have  reached  an  excellent  understanding 
with  our  American  colleagues.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  as  nations  we  shall  do  the  same, 
but  we  shall  do  it  not  by  any  misplaced 
tact  or  by  any  hesitant  approach,  but  an 
open  and  frank  statement  of  each  other's 
position.  Both  countries,  indeed  all  coun- 
tries, must  export  to  live ;  we  need  to 
export  to  pay  for  our  imported  supplies, 
and  America  should  realise  that  there  is 
no  merit  in  exporting  unless  they  are  pre- 
pared to  take  merchandise  or  services  in 
exchange.  .  .  .  America  is  just  as  export 
conscious  and  far  more  export  active  than 
we  are.  She  is  competing  with  us  in  toilet 
preparations  as  in  many  other  manufactured 
goods  in  our  overseas  markets,  but  we  do 
not  fear  that  competition,  providing  we 
are  not  unduly  handicapped. 

Ability  to  Export 

The  export  trade  that  we  have  done, 
and  are  doing,  counts  as  nothing  com- 
pared with  the  trade  we  can  and  shall  do 


when  we  are  permitted — and  I  emphasise 
that  word  permitted — to  grasp  the  oppor- 
tunity to  the  full.  Even  so,  our  record  is 
not  one  of  which  we  need  be  ashamed.  As 
we  all  know,  export  drives  have  been  on 
and  ofi  with  such  rapidity  during  the  past 
four  years,  that  the  industry  has  had 
difficulty  in  keeping  pace  with  Government 
policy,  but  in  1941  our  industry's  exports 
rose  to  160  per  cent.,  against  the  national 
figure  of  83  per  cent.  In  1943,  due  to 
artificial  restrictions  imposed  by  Govern- 
ment export  licensing,  we  were  kept  at 
40  per  cent. — 13  per  cent,  below  average, 
but  it  was  not  our  fault.  Our  industry, 
however,  is  resilient.  During  the  first  six 
months  of  this  year  our  figures  rose  -  to 
83  per  cent. — 3  per  cent,  above  the 
national  average,  and  this  despite  the  fact 
that  many  firms  are  still  operating  under 
concentration  of  production  with  drastic- 
ally reduced  space  and  labour  and  poor 
supplies  of  the  necessary  raw  materials. 

I  believe  that  this  industry  can  bring 
into  this  country  four  to  five  million  pounds 
— with  a  good  proportion  of  hard  currency 
— not  by  planning  for  1948,  but  by  planning 
for  what  is  left  of  1945.  A  Government 
spokesman  recently  stated  that  '  The  future 
measure  of  our  capacity  to  obtain  the  food 
and  raw  materials  we  require  will  depend 
on  how  export-minded  .we  become.  That 
little  word  'we'  interests  me— it  cannot 
refer  to  us,  ladies  and  gentlemen — we  are 
export-minded.  It  must  refer  to  certain 
Government  departments,  and  I  would 
say  that  they  must  not  just  become  ex- 
port-minded— they  must  become  export 
active. 

Progressive  Decontrol 

We  have  learnt  a  lot  during  the  war. 
Mr.  Marquand  will  be  gratified  to  know 
that  here  is  an  industry  which  does  not — 
at  any  rate  not  immediately — demand  de- 
control. We  want  a  progressive  easement 
of  control  with  improving  circumstances, 
for  until  wc  are  reasonably  free  to  obtain 
the  fundamental  necessities,  complete  de-' 
control  can  only  cause  chaos  and  inequity 
and  bring  serious  harm  to  our  export  trade. 
But  a  word  to  the  industry — we  cannot 
retard  progress  in  this  industry  by  gearing 
ourselves  to  go  at  the  pace  of  the  slowest 
member.  A  healthy  progressive  home  trade 
is  vital  to  export,  and  soon,  very  soon 
perhaps,  we  must  see  that  the  proposals 
contained  in  the  post-war  report  prepared 
by  this  industry  are  implemented. 
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undamental  Necessities 

Factory  space,  labour  and  raw  materials 
re  the  three  fundamental  necessities, 
here  are  still  many  concentrated  firms 
ho  cannot  get  back  to  their  own  factories, 
r  unluckier  still,  have  no  factories  left  to 
o  back  to.  We  would  like  to  see  them 
ehabilitated.  There  are  some  key  men  we 
hould  be  glad  to  see  back,  but  our  ordinary 
hour  demands  are  not  so  serious  and  do 
ot  call  for  skilled  people.  In  fact,  if  we 
ave  the  premises  as  well  as  materials,  we 
o  not  expect  to  find  it  too  hard  to  get 
"ople  to  come  and  work  in  them,  pro- 
ided  the  Ministry  of  Labour  can  manage 

0  look  the  other  way.   The  real  problem 
containers.    Mr.   Marquand   must  not 

xpect  us  to  pack  up  our  exports  in  our 
Id  kit-bag.  As  a  politician  he  will  learn 
hat  to  sell  a  story  you  must  wrap  it  up 
ell ;  so  with  cosmetics  you  must  not  only 
rap  them  well  but  you  must  embroider 
hem.  We  need  the  finest  possible  con- 
ainers.  Toilet  preparations  sell  very  largely 
n  their  presentation,  although,  of  course, 
hey  must  be  quality  goods  also.  The 
mericans  are  setting  a  very  high  standard 
presentation  but  we  can  do  better  if  we 
re  given  the  chancp.  There  are  many 
ternational  concerns  operating  in  this 
ountry  who,  in  order  to  preserve  their 
oodwill  abroad,  have  been  forced  to  pass 
ery  substantial  orders  to  their  American 
ouses,  because  of  the  impossibility  of 
btaining  good  packaging  here. 

abour  Bottleneck 

Generally  speaking,  the  materials  are 
ow  reasonably  available.  The  bottleneck 
n  every  instance  is  labour;  the  packaging 
ndustries  cannot  get  by  as  we  can ;  they 
leed  skilled  labour  and  labour  in  abun- 
iance.  We  know  the  Government  have  to 
>ort  out '  many  conflicting  calls  for  labour, 
Dut  we  do  implore  them  to  keep  well  in 
nind  that  you  cannot  make  a  product  and 
export  it  if  you  have  nothing  to  put  it 
n.  .  .  .  There  are  also  some  imported 
raw  materials  we  want — for  ourselves  and 
3ur  suppliers,  some  of  them  from  hard 
currency  areas.  Although,  as  I  have  said, 
their  cost  is  modest,  they  are  important 
for  our  export  trade.  We  are  not  ungr9,teful 
for  some  of  the  materials  now  available, 
but  the  other  things  we  need  are  essential 
2ounterparts  of  those  we  have.  .  .  .  We 
shall  have  to  spend  hard  currency,  say 
two  hundred  thousand  pounds,  but  what 

1  return  we  shall  get  for  it — five  million 
pounds.  The  alternative  to  not  spending 
a  little  hard  currency, is  no  export. 


Mr.  Matchan,  in  welcoming  the  guests,

Bagnall  (chairman.  Soap  Makers'  and 
Fat  Splitters'  Association),  Mr.  Pentecost 
(chairman,  Essential  Oils  Import  Group), 
Mr.  Wheeler  (chairman,  Esseiltial  Oil 
Advisory  Committee),  and  Mr.  Davis 
Factor,  a  guest  from  America. 

Government's  Industrial  Policy. 

Mr.  Hilary  Marquand,  in  the  course  of 
his  speech  replying  on  behalf  of  the  guests, 
said  the  Government  recognised  the  impor- 
tance of  the  cosmetic  industry's  export 
trade  and  intended  to  assist  in  its  expansion. 
The  Government's  industrial  policy,  so 
long  as  an  industry  was  efficient,  gave 
proper  consideration  to  the  national  interest 
and  provided  good  working  conditions  for 
employees,  did  not  include  nationalisation 
nor  rationalisation.  In  their  case,  so  long 
as  the  industry  continued  progressive  on 
these  lines  it  would  receive  all  possible 
aid  in  its  efforts  to  re-establish  itself  and 
expand  export  trade.  He  was  glad  the 
chairman  had  indicated  they  were  not 
desirous  of  obtaining  immediate  decontrol. 
Such  action,  he  agreed,  would  lead  to 
chaos.  There  was  no  doubt  that  the  home 
trade  in  the  products  of  their  industry 
would  remain  for  some  time  somewhat 
restricted.  The  emphasis  must  be  on 
export.  In  the  general  replanning  of 
industry  the  Government  looked  forward 
to  the  fullest  co-operation  from  trade 
organisations  and  in  that  connexion  he 
would, -no  doubt,  be  meeting  the  cosmetic 
industry's  representatives  later  on.  For 
the  moment  he  would  suggest  they  should 
look  into  the  possibilities  of  opening  up  in 
the  development  areas  the  Government 
were  interested  in.  In  his,  the  speaker's, 
opinion  the  South  Wales  development 
area,  for  instance,  offered  many  attractive 
facilities  to  industrialists. 

Mr.  a.  F.  Gunning  proposed  the  toast 
of  "The  Chairman."  In  Mr.  Matchan,  he 
said,  they  had  a  leader  of  outstanding 
ability  who  had  rendered  great  service  to  the 
industry.  Mr.  Matchan  was  then  asked  to 
accept  a  bound  volume  containing  the 
signatures  of  members  of  the  Federation 
as  a  token  of  their  appreciation  of  his 
work  on  their  behalf.  {Luncheon  pictures  on 
previous  pages.

iport  of  Raw  Materials  Essential 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  plan  the 
dustry  is  asking  the  Government  for 
rmission  to  import  raw  materials  not 
ailable  from  home  sources  but  essential 
the  production  of  goods  that  will  equal,  if 
t  surpass,  in  quality  those  of  foreign 
mpetitors.  It  will  incur  the  spending  of 
rrency  and  under  present  national 
ancial  conditions  this  would  appear  to 
undesirable.   But,  as  the  chairman  (Mr. 


Matchan)  stated,  "We  shall  spend  hard 
currency,  say  two  hundred  thousand 
pounds,  but  what  a  return  we  shall  get 
for  it — five  million  pounds  "  is  an  impressive 
and  satisfactory  reason  for  doing  so.  It  is 
agreed  by  the  industry  that  the  raw 
materials  brought  in  under  the  proposed 
purchasing  scheme  shall  be  used  exclusively 
in  the  production  of  goods  for  export. 

Labour  and  Factory  Space 

In  the  course  of  his  luncheon  speech  the 
chairman  of  the  Federation  made  it  clear 
that  before  the  industry  could  get  into  its 
stride  even  to  fulfil  the  export  programme 
many  firms  would  need  to  be  re-housed  and 
re-equipped.  The  rehabilitation  of  industry 
in  the  change-over  from  war  to  peace-time 
•production  is  a  great  national  problem,  but 
obviously  the  needs  of  those  industries  that 
are  primarily  concerned  in  exports  should 
receive  first  consideration.  The  cosmetics 
industry  is  more  fortunate  than  most  other 
industries  in  regard  to  labour  shortage.  The 
bulk  of  the  work  in  the  factories  does  not 
call  for  skilled  hands.  It  is  neither  arduous 
nor  unpleasant,  in  fact  general  conditions 
are  usually  such  as  to  attract  women 
workers.  It  is  therefore  considered  that 
when  labour  is  required,  it  will  be  available. 

The  Supply  of  Containers 

We  can  think  of  no  other  class  of  goods 
in  the  successful  marketing  of  which  more 
depends  on  their  general  appearance  and 
presentation  than  cosmetics.  A  good 
appeal  to  the  eye  is  equally  as  essential 
as  is  the  quality  of  the  product.  First- 
class  toilet  preparations  or  the  finest  per- 
fumes put  up  in  mediocre  containers  or 
packed  in  ordinary  type  outers  would  be 
rejected  in  practically  every  market  through- 
out the  world.  The  production  of  elaborate 
containers,  whether  they  be  of  cardboard, 
plastics,  wood  or  metal,  and  the  use  of 
light  textile  materials,  may  seem  an  ex- 
travagance and  quite  unnecessary.  But 
when  it  is  realised  that  the  success  of  the 
export  drive  depends  on  their  being 
available  to  the  industry  the  appeal  of  the 
chairman  of  the  Federation  to  the  Govern- 
ment to  release  the  necessary  skilled  labour 
to  the  packaging  industry  is  entirely 
reasonable.     Already,    it    was  observed.

because  high-grade  containers  were  not 
available  here,  substantial  orders  had  been 
passed  to  American  houses,  where  such 
containers  were  in  good  supply.  Here,  as 
in  the  case  of  foreign  raw  materials  it  is 
proposed  to  import,  the  containers  would 
be  used  only  to  pack  goods  for  export. 

The  Home  Trade 

Little  was  said  either  at  the  meeting  or 
at  the  luncheon  about  developing  home 
sales  of  cosmetics.  It  may,  however,  be 
assumed  by  inference  from  the  stress  that 
was  laid  on  the  need  to  export  and  the 
arrangements  that  have  been  made  to 
that  end,  that  at  least  for  the  immediate 
future  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  material 
improvement  in  the  quantity  of  supplies 
coming  on  the  home  market  and  that 
containers  will  continue  to  be  of  the 
war-time  economy  type.  While  we  reluc- 
tantly agree  that,  of  necessity,  this  policy 
is  right,  we  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that 
it  is  very  exceptional  for  an  industry  to 
succeed  in  export  business  if  it  has  not 
the  obvious  benefit  of  substantial  sales  in 
its  home  market.  While  on  the  subject  of 
the  lack  of  supplies  for  home  consumption, 
we  were  sorry  to  note  that  once  again  the 
subject  of  chemists'  quota  was  raised  and 
challenged  at  the  meeting  of  the  Federation. 
We  have  dealt  with  this  complaint  on 
previous  occasions  and  we  had  hoped  we 
had  satisfied  the  manufacturers  that  the 
chemists'  small  quota  of  sales  had  helped 
them  rather  than  otherwise.  Due  to  the 
severe  restriction  of  sales  under  Limitation 
of  Supplies  there  has  been  an  acute  scarcity 
of  all  types  of  cosmetics  and  toilet  prepara- 
tions. Chemists,  who,  in  many  instances, 
were  pioneers  in  these  goods,  have  rightly 
been  permitted  to  make  and  sell  small 
quantities  annually.  They  have  not  com- 
peted with  the  manufacturers;  they  have 
helped  relieve  the  scarcity  on  which  the 
black-market  thrived  and,  finally,  they 
have  helped  keep  cosmetics  fashionable. 
Had  the  women  of  the  country  been 
restricted  to  supplies  allowed  to  be  mar- 
keted by  the  manufacturers  the  use  of 
cosmetics  might  very  substantially  have 
gone  out  of  fashion  during  the  past  five 
years  and  a  revival  of  their  general  use 
might  have  been  a  long  and  costly  job. 


Lu-Nazia  Borgias 

What  was  in  store  for  British  "bandits,"  i 
their  invasion  of  Germany  had  fallen  behinc 
time-table,  was  apparently  a  taste  of  t\i> 
hospitality  of  the  infamous  Lucretia  Borgia 
administered,  however,  with  a  curiou 
blend  of  subtlety  and  crudeness.

Pills  and  capsules  were  to  be  th 
medium,  though  why  the  invading  troop 
should  wish  to  tap  such  a  source  when  the' 
had  their  own  supplies  is  not  disclosed. 

Most  of  the  polite  forms  of  poisonin; 
devised  at  a  meeting  of  Nazi  authoritie 
called    together    "to    discuss    means  o 
poisoning  the  Allied  invaders"  were  basei 
on  proffered  hospitality,  and  evidently,  aj 
that  stage  of  the  war,  the  possibility  of  . 
non-fraternisation  order  to  the  troops  b; 
the  Allied  commanders  was  not  contem 
plated.     Poisons    were    accumulated  fo 
injecting  hypodermically  into  sausages,  ami 
dinner  plates  were   to   be   treated  witlj 
"highly  poisonous  substances."   Of  cours«( 
the  toxic  material  could  have  been  mixeo 
with  the  ersatz  ingredients  before  passin! 
through  the  sausage  machine,  but  it  wa! 
aimed  to  do  better  than  that  with  thi 
wurst,  because  it  was  "important  that  th 
bandits  should  not  drop  dead  in  the  hous, 
to  which  they  have  been  invited."  Sui 
picions  would  no  doubt  have  been  aroused 
Considering  the  reputation  the  German 
have  achieved  as  chemists,  it  seems  a  littl 
surprising  that  they  could  think  of  nothini 
more  ingenious  than  methyl  alcohol  wi 
which  to  "doctor"  spirits  and  wine.  It 
surely  a  mistake  to  underestimate  even  th 
palate  of  an  enemy,  and  the  proportion  c 
the  British  population  who  are  addicted  t 
"red  biddy"  has  probably  received  greate 
notoriety  than  its  size  really  warrants.  Ni 
doubt  refinements  would  have  come  witl 
practice,  but  fortunately  the  opportunit; 
for  that  did  not  arise,  for  the  invasion  gav 
the  schemers  little  time  to  put  their  re 
searches  into  effect.   May  they  be  forgivei 
for  their  intended  vergift.

ast),  congratulated  their  speaker  (Mr. 
ugh  Linstead)  on  his  success  at  the  recent 
eneral  Election,  and  called  on  him  to 
ve  his  address. 

evious  Negotiations  Summarised 

Mr.  Linstead  in  the  course  of  his  speech, 
id  :  I  shall  try  to  sum  up  what  is  the  posi- 
n  in  which  pharmacy  and  medicine  find 
emselves  as  the  result  of  the  General 
ection.  The  White  Paper  published  about 
hteen  months  ago  visualised  a  develop- 
ent  whereby  there  would  be  larger  health 
eas  than  at  present.  The  publicly-owned 
spitals  would  all  be  taken  over  by  new 
ea  authorities,  and  the  voluntary  hospitals 
uld  remain  independent.  There  would 
an  increasing  tendency  to  employ  doctors 
11-time  as  salaried  servants  of  local 
thorities  in  health  centres.  When  Mr. 
nest  Brown  was  succeeded  as  Minister  of 
ealth  by  Mr.  Willink,  a  series  of  negotia- 
ns  began  with  the  civil  servants  and  the 
inister  on  the  one  side,  the  voluntary 
spitals,  local  authorities,  doctors  and 
armacists  on  the  other.  The  negotiations 
nt  on  for  practically  a  year,  and  had  more 
less  reached  the  point  that  the  idea  of 
gional  or  area  authorities  had  been  largely 
opped,  except  for  planning.  The  hospitals 
re  going  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
cal  authorities,  and  the  voluntary  hos- 
tals  were  going  to  get  financial  help.  The 
ctors  were  probably  going  to  be  paid  by 
pitation  fee  rather  than  by  salary ;  in 
other  words,  they  were  going  to  be 
couraged  to  remain  as  independent  practi- 
ners,  as  under  the  Insurance  Acts.  Health 
ntres,  instead  of  being  put  up  widely  by 
cal  authorities,  were  going  to  be  what  was 
"ed  "a  centrally  controlled  experiment." 
Scotland,  they  were  actually  going  to  be 
n  by  the  Department  of  Health.  There 
ere  going  to  be  only  a  few,  to  see  how  the 
blic  reacted,  and  the  final  organisation  of 
e  scheme  was  to  be  made  closely  corre- 
ondent  to  the  present  National  Health 
surance  organisation. 


When  the  General  Election  came  along, 
there  came  a  reversion  to  the  White  Paper. 
Pharmacists  have  now  to  face  the  prospect 
that  in  twenty  or  thirty  years  there  will 
be  a  large  number  of  public  health  centres 
all  over  the  country,  and  that  the  larger 
ones  will  be  equipped  with  dispensaries. 
Once  the  Government  has  built  health 
centres,  it  will  not  be  easy  to  "unscramble 
the  egg."  Therefore  pharmacists  have  got 
to  see,  not  merely  from  a  selfish  pharma- 
ceutical point  of  view,  but  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  efficiency  of  the  service  and 
the  needs  of  the  patient,  that  the  pharma- 
ceutical part  of  the  new  socialised  medical 
service  is  directed  and  managed  by  phar- 
macists. We  may  find  people  like  phar- 
maceutical officers  of  health  part  of  the 
medical  officer  of  health's  department,  and 
we  shall  certainly  find,  if  health  centres 
grow,  that  pharmacists  will  be  required  for 
dispensaries  in  those  centres.  In  our 
anxiety  to  look  after,  quite  properly,  our 
present  interests,  it  is  our  duty  to  see  in 
the  formative  period  of  five  years  or  so, 
that,  where  pharmaceutical  work  is  done, 
pharmacists  are  in  the  key  posts.  The  ten- 
dency will  be  for  professional  pharmaceutical 
work  to  pass  little  by  little  to  institutions 
of  various  kinds.  That  will  not  mean  that 
pharmacies  will  close.  In  a  large  number  of 
cases,  at  any  rate  in  the  South,  pharmacists 
will  carry  on,  even  if  a  great  part  of  their 
dispensing  disappears,  but  I  do  think  that 
men  coming  into  pharmacy  will  have  a 
much  clearer  choice  to  make. 

A  Vested  Interest 

People  are  sometimes  a  little  afraid  of 
talking  about  vested  interests.  I  think 
pharmacists  in  particular,  in  matters  which 
involve  political  fighting,  have  always 
tended  to  be  a  little  backward.  There  is  the 
sort  of  feeling  that  trade  union  activities  or 
parliamentary  campaigns  do  not  quite  fit 
into  a  professional  atmosphere.  Today,  at 
any  rate,  I  do  not  think  we  need  be  afraid 
to  talk  in  terms  of  vested  interests.  If  the 
principle  of  freedom  of  choice  of  doctor  is 
conceded — ^as  I  think  within  limits  it  is 
bound  to  be — then  we  are  on  safe  grounds 
in  urging  the  principle  of  freedom  of  choice 
of  chemist.  We  can  give  help  to  the  British 
Medical  Association  in  influencing  the 
development  of  the  health  centre.  For 
example,  the  big  health  centre  with  twelve 
doctors  or  more  can,  I  think,  be  properly 
attacked.

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NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  and  Chemists'  De- 
fence Association  were  held  in  London  on 
September  25  and  26,  Mr.  E.  A.  Brockle- 
hurst  in  the  chair.  The  resignation,  on 
health  grounds,  of  Mr.  A.  Dobson,  who  has 
represented  the  North-western  electoral 
area  since  1935,  was  accepted  with  regret; 
a  by-election  to  fill  the  vacancy  is  to  be 
held.  The  Executive  stood  in  silence  as  a 
mark  of  respect  towards  the  late  Mr.  J.  T. 
Appleton,  who  had  been  closely  associated 
with  the  N.P.U.  for  many  years. 

The  report  of  the  Accounts  Committee, 
and  the  treasurer's  report,  referred  to  the 
retransfer  to  headquarters  of  the  insurance 
departments,  and  expressed  special  thanks 
and  congratulations  to  the  secretary  and 
assistant  secretary  (Miss  B.  Sharpies)  on 
the  successful  economic  basis  on  which  the 
enforced  war-time  departmental  evacuation 
project  had  been  initiated,  carried  out  and 
ultimately  wound  up. 

Report  on  Supplies 

The  report  of  the  Central  National  Health 
Insurance  Committee  (chairman,  Mr.  A.  R. 
Melhuish)  dealt  with  action  previously 
taken  in  an  effort  to  secure  more  adequate 
supplies  of  cotton-wool,  gauze  and  other 
surgical  dressings  and  to  secure  adequate 
investigation  of  an  apparently  inequitable 
distribution  of  liquid  paraffin  supplies. 
Departmental  assurances  that  the  level  of 
supplies  of  liquid  paraffin  was  equivalent 
to  the  1938  level  were  stated  to  be  out  of 
touch  with  reality  so  far  as  many  of  the 
distributive  houses  in  the  drug  trade  were 
concerned  ;  deep  concern  was  felt  at  a  state 
of  affairs  in  which,  in  some  instances,  pre- 
scription requirements  could  not  be  met, 
while  chain  stores  and  other  non-chemist 
retailers  possessed  ample  stocks  which  were 
offered  for  sale  for  any  purpose. 

National  Health  Service 

On  the  future  developments  of  the  health 
services,  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted  for  transmission  to 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  a  National 
Pharmaceutical  Service : — 

That  in  view  of  the  advent  of  the  Labour 
Government  it  is  considered  that  it  has  now 
become  imperative  that  negotiations  in 
jregard  to  the  place  of  pharmacy  and  phar- 
macists in  the  new  service  should  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  committee  fully  represen- 
tative of  all  those  interested  in  the  provision 
of  the  pharmaceutical  service. 


Developments  were  considered  in  forty- 
six  special  applications  for  loan  facilities 
from  the  Business  Purchase  and  Guarantee 
Fund.  In  a  number  of  instances  loans  were 
approved,  but  it  is  announced  that,  except 
where  special  circumstances  make  it  desir- 
able, there  is  no  intention  that  loans  to 
assist  business  purchase  should  be  made 
until  after  at  least  twelve  months'  investor- 
membership  of  the  Fund.  The  total  of 
investments  in  the  Fund  has  now  reached 
over  75,000,  and  further  support  is  con- 
fidently expected  by  the  N.P.U.  from  pro- 
prietors who  recognise  its  potentialities  in 
preserving  private  ownership. 

Representations  to  Government  Departments; 

The  secretary's  report  included  a  survey 
of  representations  made  to  Government 
Departments,  and  action  arising  therefrom, 
in  connexion  with  soap  rationing,  shortages 
of  feeding-bottle  valves  and  teats,  and 
sanitary  towels,  and  in  regard  to  the  Combs 
(Maximum  Prices)  Order. 

It  was  reported  that  an  application  for 
revision  of  the  current  National  Joint  Indus- 
trial Council  agreement  had  been  put  for- 
ward by  the  trade  union  side,  and  was  to 
be  considered  by  the  employers'  side  before 
submission  to  the  full  Council  in  October 
when  the  proposal  to  apply  for  establish- 
ment of  a  Wages  Council  under  the  Wages 
Councils  Act  would  also  be  re-examined. 
Resolutions  from  the  West  London  N.P.U. 
Branch  and  Harrow  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  urging  retention  of  the 
general  closing  hours  observed  during  the 
war  period  were  received  and  noted  as' 
being  consistent  with  decisions  previously 
taken  by  the  Executive,  subject  to  the 
requirements  under  health  service  develop- 
ments. 

A  resolution  was  received  from  the  West 
London  Branch  asking  for  steps  to  be  taken' 
to  secure  additional  supplies  of  all  classes 
of  goods  for  the  London  area,  in  an  effort  to 
meet  a  part  of  the  increased  demand  con- 
sequent on  the  return  of  population.  Action 
is  to  be  taken  where  this  is  possible  without 
prejudice  to  the  interests  of  members 
trading  in  other  parts  of  the  country  in 
which  no  significant  population  adjust- 
ments have  occurred. 

Annual  Report  on  Distress  Fund 

The  committee  of  the  N.P.U.  War  Dis- 
tress Fund  for  Proprietor  Pharmacists 
reports  that  there  has  been  a  steady  flow 
of   subscriptions   during   the   year;  the 
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lount  received  since  the  commencement 
the  Fund  now  amounts  to  ;^3 5,791-  The 
Ik  of  this  has  been  collected  by  means  of 
"penny-in-the-^ "  scheme  adopted  by 
larmaceutical  Committees.  The  com- 
ttee  is  of  opinion  that  a  sufficient  sum 
money  has  now  been  raised  to  meet  any 
isonable  claims,  and  the  National  Pharma- 
tical  Union  will  be  advised  to  close  the 
nd  at  the  end  of  the  current  year.  The 
lance  at  July  31  was  ^30,036.  Grants 
been  made  to  fifty  applicants  before 
ly  31,  the  highest  being  ;^500.  There  are 
number  of  claims  in  hand  and  the  com- 
ttee  will  be  pleased  to  receive  advance 
imation  of  further  possible  claims, 
amount  paid  out  to  date  is  £5,^68. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association 

Thirty-four  current  claims  were  reviewed 
the  directors ;  of  these  nineteen  had 
sen  since  the  previous  meeting  and  seven 
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had  been  completed  at  an  average  cost  of 
^5.  The  settlements  included  claims  arising 
out  of  damage  to  customers'  property  and 
from  falls^on  members'  premises.  Cases 
still  outstanding  were  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  secretary  for  negotiation.  It  was  re- 
ported that  in  a  prosecution  under  the 
Goods  and  Service  (Price  Control)  Acts, 
the  member  concerned  had  been  fined  £2  2s., 
with  costs,  and  in  another  case,  taken  under 
the  Food  (Conditions  of  Sale)  Order,  the 
prosecution  had  withdrawn  one  summons, 
while  another  had  been  adjourned  sine  die, 
on  the  application  of  the  defence  advocate. 
Legal  advice  provided  through  the  Associa- 
tion's solicitors  indicated  a  lively  concern 
on  the  part  of  members  in  matters  connected 
with  leases  and  tenancy  problems. 

Eighty- three  persons  who  had  joined  the 
N.P.U.  since  the  previous  meeting  of  the 
Executive  were  formally  elected  members 
of  the  Union.

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Examinations  and  Training 

In  the  Pharmaceutical  PreUminary  ex- 
amination of  Queen's  University,  Belfast, 
during  the  year  1944-45,  five  candidates 
had  passed,  two  with  full  matriculation 
marks.  An  examination  analysis  at  Decem- 
ber 1944  showed  that,  in  the  Preliminary 
Scientific,  twenty-eight  had  entered,  thir- 
teen passed,  seven  been  referred  and 
eight  failed  ;  in  the  Final,  twenty-three  had 
entered,  twenty  passed,  one  been  referred, 
and  two  failed.  For  the  June  1945  examina- 
tion the  analysis  revealed  that,  in  the 
Preliminary  Scientific,  fifty-two  had  en- 
tered, twenty-one  passed,  twenty-two  been 
referred,  and  nine  failed;  in  the  Final, 
twenty-three  had  entered,  twelve  passed, 
four  had  been  referred,  and  seven  failed. 
During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  of 
sixteen  entries  for  the  Preliminary  Scien- 
tific examination.  For  the  Final  Qualifying 
there  were  eight  fewer  entries.  Mr.  Norman 
Harper,  Ph.C,  had  obtained  a  B.Sc.  degree 
in  Pharmaceutics,  and  had  been  recom- 
mended for  a  scholarship.  A  post-graduate 
course  of  lectures  conducted  by  Mr.  C.  W. 
Young  (teacher  of  pharmacy  in  the  Muni- 
cipal College  of  Technology,  Belfast)  had 
been  held  during  the  spring  of  1945.  About 
forty  pharmaceutical  chemists  had  atten- 
ded, and  the  course  was  appreciated. 

Legislative  Matters 

On  December  31,  1944,  there  were  247 
agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  licen- 
ces in  force,  against  155  in  1943.  The  in- 
crease was  due  to  scheduling  organic  com- 
pounds of  mercury  as  a  Part  II,  Schedule 
IV,  poison.  The  Medicines,  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1945,  was 
now  on  the  Statute  Book,  with  all  sections  in 
force  except  Section  4,  which  would  come 
into  force  on  July  i,  1946,  and  Section  10, 
which  would  come  into  force  on  January  i, 
1947.  Although  pharmacists  had  not  got 
all  they  desired,  the  president  thought  the 
Bill  an  improvement  on  earlier  ones.  The 
poison  schedules  were  more  clearly  defined  ; 
they  had  compulsory  membership,  and 
power  to  grant  scholarships. 

The  compilation  of  a  new  Calendar  which 
would  include  the  Acts  of  1925  and  1945, 
with  all  the  Regulations  necessary  to  con- 
form to  the  Acts,  was  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Council.  During  the  year  four 
pharmaceutical  chemists  had  been  success- 
fully prosecuted  for  carrying  on  business 
without  a  licence. 

The  President  then  referred  to  the 
impending  resignation  of  their  secretary 
(Mr.   Kirkpatrick).      All  knew  him  inti- 


mately,  and  he  had  made  a  wonderful 
secretary.  His  entire  energies  had  been 
used  for  the  benefit  of  the  Society,  and 
many  a  sleepless  night  had  he  spent  think- 
ing how  best  to  serve  their  interests.  The 
magnificent  balance  they  had  built  up  was 
greatly  due  to  his  business  ability  and  fore- 
sight. He  had  a  long  and  honourable  service 
to  his  credit,  and  they  all  hoped  that  he 
might  live  long  and  enjoy  his  well-earned 
leisure. 

Thanks  and  Congratulations 

Mr.  Gray  returned  thanks  for  his  re- 
election on  his  own  behalf  and  also  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  Tate;  Mr.  McGregor  also 
thanked  the  Council  for  his  re-election.  The 
President  thanked  the  members  for  the 
way  in  which  they  had  supported  him  dur- 
ing his  busy  year  of  office,  and  Mr.  Fred 
Storey  congratulated  the  president  on  his 
concise  statement  of  the  year's  work;  he 
also  expressed  gratification  at  the  financial 
statement,  and  congratulated  the  Society 
on  a  successful  year.  He  suggested  that  as 
in  the  following  year  the  Society  would 
come  of  age,  the  event  should  be  celebrated 
in  a  fitting  manner.  Mr.  Abernethy, 
.  promised  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  next  president. 

Mr.  a.  E.  Johnston  (president,  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association)  thought  there  should 
be  a  closer  liaison  between  the  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  professions.

This  is  the 
sis  of  products  used  to  hasten  the  rooting- 
cuttings,  to  prevent  pre-harvest  drop  of 
pies,  and  to  produce  seedless  fruits. 

velppment  from  Hormones 

Arising  from  pre-war  chemical  syntheses 
plant  hormones  by  the  I.C.I,  dyestuffs 
vision,  in  conjunction  with  the  Jealott's 
ill  Research  Station,  it  was  discovered  in 
40  that,  at  certain  concentrations, 
naphthylacetic  acid  arrested  or  retarded 
ed  germination  and  the  early  growth  of 
me  annual  weeds  without  affecting 
reals.  Many  related  compounds  were 
epared,  and  finally  4-chloro-2-methyl- 
enoxy-acetic  acid  (methoxone)  was  found 


to  be  outstandingly  active.  Applied  in 
water  solution  or  in  dust,  at  rates  as  low 
as  8  oz.  and  upwards  per  acre,  it  was  found 
to  be  effective  in  killing  weeds  such  as 
yellow  and  white  charlock  and  pennycress

and  corn  buttercup  without  any  damage  to 
the  cereal  crop  growing  in  the  same  field. 

Methoxone  is  an  entirely  new  weed-killer 
in  a  double  sense.  It  is  different  from 
existing  weed-killers  both  in  nature  and 
action.  Weed-killers  are  broadly  of  two 
types.  The  first,  such  as  sodium  chlorate 
and  sodium  arsenite,  sterilise  the  soil  so 
that  no  vegetation  can  survive.  Others  are 
of  the  sulphuric-acid  type,  which  adheres 
to  and  scorches  the  foliage  of  broad-leaved 
weeds,  but  runs  off  or  only  damages  the 
unimportant  outer  leaves  of  cereals  or 
grasses.  Methoxone  has  a  distinctive  and 
markedly  selective  action,  which  has  yet  to 
be  fully  understood.  It  is  absorbed  into 
the  weed  structure  through  either  the 
leaves  or  roots,  and  causes  serious  physio- 
logical disturbance.  Growth  is  arrested. 
The  stem  and  leaves  become  twisted  and 
contorted,  the  stem  thickens  and  may  split 
showing  a  mass  of  rootlets.  The  foliage 
changes  colour  and  finally  the  plant  dies. 
The  process  is  relatively  slow.  Effects  may 
be  seen  in  twelve  hours,  but  death  may  take 
as  long  as  several  weeks.  Methoxone  has 
many  advantages  over  the  older  types  of 
products.  It  is  non-poisonous,  non-inflam- 
mable   and    not    unpleasant    to  handle. 
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Methoxone  may  be  applied  at  any  time  from 
cereal  sowing  until  weeds  reach  the  flower- 
ing stage,  but  is  best  used  so  soo'n  as  the 
cereal  is  established,  in  order  to  obtain  the 
maximum  benefit  from  removal  of  weed 
competition.  It  may  also  be  used  against 
weeds  in  pasture  and  lawns,  but  much 
experimental  work  on  this  application 
remains  to  be  done.  Methoxone  should  not 
be  used  on  young  clover,  and  must  not  be 
allowed  to  drift  on  to  root  or  vegetable 
crops,  or  flowers  in  gardens. 

Extensive  Field  Trials 

Dr.  E.  Holmes  said:  By  autumn  1944, 
experimental  work  with  methoxone  was  so 
promising  as  to  justify  extensive  field  trials. 
Accordingly,  in  the  spring  of  1945,  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  distribute  considerable 
quantities  to  every  War  Agricultural  Execu- 
tive Committee.  These  authorities  carried 
out  widespread  trials,  the  results  of  which 
are  now  being  collated.  In  addition,  Plant 
Protection,  Ltd.,  laid  down  controlled 
experiments  at  iii  centres  in  twenty- three 
counties  of  England,  Wales  and  Scotland. 
The  experiments  ranged  from  Exeter  to 
Brechin,  and  from  Burnham-on-Crouch  to 
Wellington,  Salop,  and  covered  about  1,000 
acres.  The  complete  series  of  experiments 
was  the  largest  ever  undertaken  in  Britain 
on  an  agricultural  problem.  In  all,  over 
1,000  centres,  involving  a  total  of  some 
13,000  acres,  were  under  treatment. 

Analysis  of  Results 

Dusts  were  chosen  for  all  the  experi- 
ments, since  far  more  farmers  are  equipped 
to  apply  dusts  than  to  use  sprays.  Five 
different  strengths  of  methoxone  were  em- 
ployed in  each  trial.  Of  fifty  weeds  recorded 
in  the  experiments,  twenty  important  ones 
appeared  in  many  of  the  treated  areas. 
Observations  were  made  in  relation  to  time 
of  application,  weather,  soil  and  other 
conditions.  Analysis  shows  that  results

U.S.  Drug  Market  Report 

New  York,  October  5 

The  overall  chemicals  supply  situation  in 
the  United  States  remains  extremely  firm. 
Strikes  in  some  major  chemical  producing 
plants,  however,  are  causing  immediate 
shortages  of  a  number  of  items.  Production 
of  Industrial  Chemicals,  especially,  has 
suffered  as  a  result  of  the  labour  difficulties, 
and  many  orders  for  Alkalis  are  going 
unfilled..  A  fair  tonnage  of  Copper  sul- 
phate is  scheduled  to  be  shipped  out  to  the 
Mediterranean  area  during  the  next  few 
months.  Official  export  figures  covering 
Insecticides  and  Fungicides  show  that 
Copper  sulphate  has  been  far  in  advance 
of  others  in  volume  of  exports  from  the 
United  States.  The  official  spokesmen 
point  out,  however,  that  the  United  King- 
dom and  Belgium  have  been  the  world's 
leading  exporters,  and  the  European  mar- 
ket, at  least,  will  probably  be  reserved  to 
sources  in  that  area.  The  first  direct  ship- 
ment of  Vanilla  beans  from  Madagascar 
in  several  years  is  reported  to  have  arrived, 
and  a  previously  poorly  supplied  market 
will  be  a  ready  purchaser  of  the  consign- 
ment, which  is  understood  to  amount  to 
between  $1  million  and  $1^  million. 

Brazilian  Menthol  is  in  more  than  ample 
supply,  and  unless  demand  from  the  U.S. 
improves,  Brazil  is  likely  to  have  a  fairly 
large  carry-over  from  the  last  crop.  Ameri- 
can buyers'  ideas  for  small  lots  are  reported 
as  $4.10  per  lb.  Crude  Drugs  are  generally 
in  sufficient  supply.  A  substantial  tonnage 
of  -Gum  acacia  is  at  hand,  following  the 
addition  of  1,000  tons  to  already  plentiful 
stocks.  Some  scarcity,  however,  is  apparent 
in  Aloes,  with  Socotrine  being  held  for 
better  prices.  Trade  in  Waxes  is  reported 
at  a  standstill  owing  to  Government  import 
ceilings.  Among  the  Fine  Chemicals,  a 
fair-sized  quantity  of  precipitated  Sul- 
phur has  been  reported  available  for 
export.  The  material  is  packed  in  i-lb. 
containers  at  22  cents  per  lb.  Penicillin 
and  DDT,  however,  continue  in  heavy 
demand,  with  nvamerous  export  inquiries  for 
the  former,  which,  in  view  of  the  expanded 
domestic  demand,  are  being  somewhat 
neglected.  Inquiries  have  also  been  re- 
ceived for  exports  of  Mercury,  with  several 
hundred  flasks  reported  sold.

SOAP  SUPPLIES 

Soap  coupons  collected  during  the  eight- 
week  period,  September  16  to  November  lo, 
are  surrendered  to  the  local  food  office 
during  the  week  November  12-17.  Against 
these  coupons  soap  is  supplied  to  meet  the 
needs  of  customers  during  the  eight-week 
period,  January  6  to  March  2,  1946.  Until 
January  6  retailers  will  continue  to  obtain 
supplies  of  soap  on  the  same  basis  as  at 
present.  They  will  receive,  well  before 
November  10,  an  envelope  (SP.t)  in  which 
to  submit  the  coupons  to  the  local  food 
office.  The  particulars  asked  for  on  the 
envelope  must  be  completed  and  the  num- 
ber of  suppliers  given.  Only  coupons  valid 
during  the  eight- week  period,  September  16 
to  November  10,  should  be  included  in  the 
envelope.  A  detailed  statement,  "Notes 
for  the  Guidance  of  Retailers  (No.  2)"  is 
being  sent  to  soap  retailers  as  soon  as 
possible  after  November  17,  with  the  ration 
documents  to  enable  soap  to  be  obtained 
during  ration  periods  Nos.  7  and  8. 

A  small  multiple  retailer  (two  to  nine 
branches)  may  operate  one  account  only 
for  all  his  branches ;  each  branch  must 
complete  an  envelope  (SP.i),  but  the  head 
office  must  surrender  the  envelopes  for  all 
its  branches  to  its  local  food  office.  Each 
branch  of  a  large  multiple  must  surrender 
its  coupons  to  the  .  local  food  office.  This 
does  not  affect  the  option  of  a  large  multiple 
to  operate  a  head  office  account  at  a  divi- 
sional food  office.  Non-domestic  soap  user 
permits  (Soap  2a)  must  be  submitted 
to  the  local  food  office.  If  necessary, 
they  must  be  obtained  from  the  holders, 
as  they  are  required  to  enable  the  food 
office  to  determine  the  quantity  of  soap 
needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
permit  holders.  The  food  office  will  mark 
the  permits  "Endorsed"  and  return  them 
as  soon  as  possible.  Wholesale  suppliers  of 
soap  will  continue  to  receive  supplies  on 
the  same  basis  as  at  present  until  January  6, 
1946.  They  must  in  turn  pass  supplies  to 
retail  customers.  When  a  wholesaler  has 
collected  all  his  customers'  order  forms  he 
surrenders  them  to  the  divisional  food  office 
for  the  area  in  which  his  premises  are 
situated,  and  receives,  in  exchange,  buying 
permits  (one  for  each  of  his  suppliers)  for 
the  total  quantity  of  soap  needed  to  meet 
his  customers'  requirements,  including  sup- 
plies for  any  valid  non-domestic  user  per- 
mits Soap  2A  in  which  he  is  nominated 
as  supplier.  Non-domestic  user  permits 
Soap  2A,  in  which  a  wholesaler  is  nominated 
as  supplier,  must  be  surrendered.
